TNTRODUCTION 

1, Kntcr.na Gikas, luwin^ been July sworn, do hereby depose and state as follows: 
! am e.uployed as a Senior Speeial Agent wtth Umted States humtgration and 
Custou>s Enforcement ("ICE"), and have worked >n that capacity smce February 2002. I 
aut currently assigned to the ICE office of the Special Agent in Charge in Baltt.nore, 
Maryland. Prior to nry assrga.uent w.th ICE, I was employed for six years as a Specral 
Agent with the Department of Treastu-y, Internal Revent.e Servtce. ! successftdly 
completed over 28 weeks of tramtng tn the Federal Law Enforcement Trarntng Center, 
n.ost recently gradnatrng from the Ct.stoms Bas. Enforcement School at the top of nty 
class. Throt,ghout my career I have reeetved conttnued professional education and 
rramtng tn the enforcement of ertm.nal statutes prohibitmg smuggling, money laundermg. 



i 
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narcotics rcl-.uccl offenses and aun>crous financial cri.nos. 1 have conducted and I i yj^ 

participated in ntnnerons investigations and prosecutions including matters of money 

laundering, narcotics trafficking and smuggling, conspiracy, mail and wire fraud, tax 

evasion and other fiuaucial crimes. 1 am currcutly assigned to the Baltimore Field Office.,/ 

Airport and Smuggling group, primarily investigating drug smuggling and money 

laundering offenses. I am familiar with the federal laws relating to the unlawful 

importation of cocaine as speciRed in 2 1 U.S.C. Section 952, conspiracy to import 

cocaine as specified m 2 1 U.S.C. Section 963 and possession with the intent to distrihute 

as specified m 2 1 U.S.C. Section 84 1 as well as the money laundering statutes as specified 

m 18 U.S.C Sections 1956 and 1957. 

As a Special Agent, 1 have conducted investigations coueerning the illegal, 
uuportation of cocaine into the United States and the laundering of narcotics proceeds, 
and have heen involved in the investigation of the matters referenced herein since 
Fehruary 6, 2004. The information m this affidavit is based on my personal knowledge 
and ohservauons, and information related to me by the individuals named herein and hy 

lepresentatives if ICE. 

Because the purpose of this affidavit is to set forth only the facts necessary to 
establish probable cause for the authority to enter and execute a search warrant on the 
premises of 8550 Myrtle Avenue, Bowie, Maryland 207 15, I have not described all the 
facts and circumstances of which I am aware. 

This affidavit is made in support of an application for a search warrant on said 
premises. This affidavit sets forth probable cause to believe that within the premises 
described above is evidence of violations of the narcotics smuggling laws as specified m 2 1 
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U.S.C. S 963, uuportiuion of narcotics, as well as ovidence.of money laundciinH m 
violation of 18 U.S.C. § 1956, comnuttod within the District of Maryland and elsewhere, 
and that obtaining this evidence will he of use in a criiULUal investigation involving the 
distribution of large qnantities of cocaine and the acquisition and/or transportation of J' 
.uonecary proceeds from the distribution of cocaine which was inrported into the United 

States. 

PRORARLE CAUSE 
1. On February 6, 2004 at approximatery 2030 hours, your Affiant and other ICE 

Agents were conducting surveillance in the Arundel Mills shopping complex m Hanover, 
Maryland. Agents observed three Hispanic males (UNKHM 1 , UNKHM2 , and 
UNKHM3) in JiUia.t's restaurantAxtr. UNKHM 1 appears to he approximately in his 
early 30's while UNKHM2 and UNKHM 3 appear to be younger, approximately in' their 
early 20's. ICE agents followed the three UNKHMs as they left Jillian's and departed the 
Arundel Mills shopping mall area in a silver Chevrolet Impala bearing temporary 
Delaware registration number XA9 1 3 3 16. Records checks revealed that the registered 
owner of this Chevrolet hupala vehicle (silver Impala) is Guadalupe BARRONE and that 
BARRONE requested that the temporary license plates be mailed to Texas. ^^^ 

I . Further checks revealed that Guadalupe BARRONE was the registered owner of 

Texas drug smuggling investigation. This ongoinjgHJpPiavestigation has 
resulted m over twenty narcotics seizures on the United States border in McAUen, Texas, 
k is believed that BARRONE is engaged m the practice of securing vehicles for use in the 
transportation of narcotics and monetary proceeds of narcotics sales. Yout Affiant and

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otlK-r Agents followed the silver Impala to an apartutcnt complex, Stnn.nit Uryo Town rj 

Center, m Largo, Maryland, arriving there at approximately 2300 hours on FebR.ary 6, 

2004. Agents observed that the driver of the siK'er hnpala was driving somewhat 

erratically and possibly attempting to candnct counter-surveillance, i.e., quickly changing^, 

lanes, indicating a tunr or exit in one direction but then changing at the very last _ 

moment, etc. These types of evasive maneuvers are, in my experience, used by narcotics 

traffickers to evade snrveiUanee by law enforcement. Once m the apartment complex. 

Che silver hiipala was parked directly m front of Building 97 19 on Summit Circle. 

3 . Your Affiant and other ICE agents conducted continuous surveillance on the 

Suniimt Largo Town Center from approximately 2300 hours on February 6 through 

February 7, 2004. During the course of this surveillance ICE agents observed each of the 

UNKHMs entering and exiting 97 19 Sunuuit Circle. Specifically but not exclusively, at 

approximately 1000 hours on February 7, 2004, Agents observed UNKHM2 and 

UNKHM3 depart the apartment complex in the silver Impala. UNKHM2 and 

UNKHM3 drove to the Arundel Mills mall where they shopped at the Banana Republic 

ck.bing stoie; Agents later observed UNKHM2 and UNKHM3 return to 9719 Summit 

Circle carrying Banana Republic shopping bags. Agents fiirtber observed UNKHMl exit 

97 19 Summit Circle, talk on a cellular telephone outside, and return into 97 19 Summit 

Circle. 

4. In the late afternoon of February 7, 2004, actions taken by ICE agents conducting 

surveillance apparently became known to the Hispanic males, and your Aftiant believes 
this knowledge caused the three UNKHMs to flee Maryland. UNKHM 1 and UNKHM2 
departed the area in haste in the silver Impala and had not returned to the Summit Largo 
Town Center as of February 13, 2004. UNKHM3 departed the Largo area m a 1998

UNKHM3 purchased his ticket with cash in the name of Manuel GARCIA and 
presented a U.S. Immtgratton document to Southwest AitUnes, which tdent.fted hunself 
as Mant,el Gatcta. Houston ts located .n sot.thern Texas and ts wtthm a stx-hout drive of 

McAllen, Texas. 

5. Marylatul Department of Motor Vch.cles (DMV) records checks revealed that the 
registered owner of the black Cadillac (MD-MCW738) is Antome JONES, black 
„.ale/DOB 02-254960, of 1222 1 Brandywme Road in Brandywme, Maryland. Ft.rther 
investigation revealed that Antoine JONES is the lessee of 97 19 Sumnue Circle, ■ 

Apartment 3B, in Largo, Maryland. 

6. On February 7 and 8, 2004, ICE agents coirducted surveillance at 1222 I 

Brandywrne Road, which is a single family home. Agents observed a white, eighteen-foot 

box truck parked in front of 1222 I Brandywine Road. 
^^ 7. Your Aft-iant subpoenaed StmimitPn^i^^^^ 

Apartment 3B and learned the following; 

, . Antoine JONES, black male/DOB 02-25-1960, leased Apartment 3B at 9719 

Summit Circle on November 11, 2003 for a period of six months 
. . In addition, JONES subsequently leased a one-car garage unit 07 at the same 

complex 
. . JONES pays the monthly rent of$l,491 with U.S. Postal money orders

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. . Several Hisp;uiic males visit the subject apartment every few weeks ^^i^ 

. . The silver l.upala vehicle has been observed parked in the garage unit G7 
. . JONES J^iin 1 Brandywiae Road in Brandywine, Maryland as his \l/1ll^ 

previous address on his rental application. r'' 

8. Cri.uinal history checks rex'oal that JONES has numerous controlled substance 
and weapons related charges, with convictions in Washington, D.C., Virginia and m the 
federal system. These convictions span the period from 19S9 to 1994. 

9. Investigation and information from confidential informant SA-441MC, referenced 
infra, revealed that the three UNKHMs might he returning to the Maryland area. From 
February 18 to 19, 2004, your Affiant and other ICE agents conducted surveillance in the 
Prince George's County, incUid.ng Brandywine, Largo and other Washmgron, 
D.C/Maryland subuVhs. On February 19, 2004 at appniximatcly 1 100 hours, your 
Affiant and other ICE ageius observed a gold Toyota Caauy vehicle (Maryland 
registration 057BLH). Maryland DMV records checks revealed that the registered owner 
of Che Camry is Vernica Lyna JOHNSON of 1 1923 Calico Woods Place in Waldorf, 
Maryland. Investigation revealed that JOHNSON is JONES' s.ster-indaw and is also 
associated widi the 12221 Brandywine Road address and 9899 Good Luck Road m 
Lanham, Maryland. 

10. From February 19 through 21, 2004 and again on February 23, 2004, your Affiant 
and other ICE agents concentrated their surveillance in the areas surrounding Lanhaai, 
including Bowie, Greenbelt and Bladeasburg. Maryland. On February 24, 2004 at 
approximately 1 100 hours. ICE agents observed a white, eighteen-foot box truck 
(Maryland registration 63M462) in Bowie, that appeared to be the same box truck 
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p,.cv>ouslv found parked .a froat of JONES' 12221 Brandyw.nc Road addrcs. on February 
7 aad 8, 2004. Oa Feba.afy 24, 2004, Agents observed rius box trr.ck backrr.g rato arul 
parking rn the drrveway of 8550 Myrtle Avenue rn Bowre, Maryland. Marylarul DMV .. 

records ebecks revealed tha: the regrsrerod owner of tbis box trr.ck rs Anroine JONES of / 
12221 Brandywuv Road rn Brandywine, Maryland. Agencs observed che passenger exit 
tbe box trt,ek and walk toward tbe borrse. Approxrurately two to tbree mrnutes later 
Agents observed the passenger re-enter tbe box truck. The box truck then departed the 
area. Investigation revealed that 8550 Myrtle Avenue is a rental property arul that the 
owrrers of the house are absentee laitdlords.

.egard,.rg a cellular telepbo.re bear...g nr..uber 956-793-03 10 that was sard to be rurUzed 
by nrr rnd.vidual worki.rg fl,r a Mexrcar. based drug cartel. The area cr,de assigned that 
...ber, 956, ,s issr,ed out of the McAllen, Texas area. On Fehrr,ary 17, 2004, United 
States Magrstrate Jr.dge Janres K. Bredar srg.red a pen register order ^>r said nruuber arul 
,„, ,,a>ori3ed the drsclosr.re to law eniorcenrent of cell cower inf.,raration to enable 
i.vestrgators to track arrd locate the area where tbe phone is beurg u.U.ed. On or abor.t 
bebrr,ary 23-24, 2004, ageirts ntrlizrrrg sophisticated electror.rc cquip.rrent p.npo.nted the 
use of this phone to tbe subject premises at 8550 Myrtle Aver.ue. 
12. On Febrr,ary 23, 2004, your Affiant first observed a blue Plymouth van parked in 
dre drrveway at 8550 Myrde Avenue. Tbrs van remams parked at the sr.bject premrses 
and a tenrporary Delaware Ucense tag affrxed to the vehrcle was traced by iuvcstrgators 
who determa.ed that the regrstered owner is Guadalupe Barrone, who is referenced earUer 
in this affidavit. 
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13. ConHdoncuil informmu SA-441MC has provided u.foanarion to the .nvcscisu.uH ^j^^ 

ascncs concerning the u^ovcmenc of drt>ss and monetary proceeds fronr the sale of drt,.s 
undertaken rr. Maryland by a MexrcarVdrns cartel. Conftdeatial informant SA-441MC 
Was a proven track record of reUab.Uty and credrhU.ty. O|H*^-0°^' S'^''^^^^^^ ^^"'^^ y" 
doctnnented as a U.S. hmrugration and Cnstoms Enforcement conadentral informantby ^

44 IMC has provided information m reforeacc to at least seven (7) separate narcotics 
snruggUng organi.atroas. SA-44 IMC has provided hm.dreds of mvest.gative leads and 
reliable insight to how Mexican-based narcotics organi.atfons are operating and evolving. 
All the investigative leads that could be conanued have been and have proven to be 
highly reliable. SA44 IMC has assisted Agents on numerous occasions by providing the 
telephone numbers, license plates, and whereabouts of narcotics traffickers, their . . 
residences, associates, business dealings and ntoney laundering tactics. SA-44 IMC has 
made hours of consensaally uronitored telephone conversations with several diffcrent 
suspects. Contained in these recordings are uupUcations of narcotics smuggling, money 
laundering, kidnapping, and extortion. SA-441MC has set up undercover meetings 
between narcotics smugglers and ICE undercover Agents to establish undercover 
narcotics trafficking ventures. The following is a list of secures that would not have been 
made of not for reliable information provided by SA-44 IMC:

Based on law 
enforcement surveillance and the electronic tracking of the cellular number 
referenced ,n Paragraph 1 1, your affiant beheves that the money referenced by 
SA-441 MC is indeed present at 8550 Myrtle Avenue.

Based on the aforemenrtoned mformarion in this afadavir, I submit drac there is 
probable cause to believe that wtthio subject premises, 8550 Myrde Avenue m Bowie, . 
Maryland 20715 is evidence of vtolations of the narcotics smuggling laws as specihed in 
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2 1 U.S.C. § 963, said offenses haviu!,' been commictc 

and elsewhere, and that ohtainu.. th.s evidence will he of use m a cnnunal invest>.at>on 
.nvolvin, the d.tv.hut.oa of large qt.antrties of eoeame and the acquisrtron and/or 
.„nsportat.on of .onetaty proceeds fron. the drstr.hutron of cocarne wh.eh was rurported . ,. 
,nco the Unrted States, and, h.ther chat this Court pernut the delay.ng of notice of enrty 
of the execution of thrs warrant for a period of thrrty (30) days pursuant to Secnou 2 1 3 of 
the Patriot Act.
